SALARIES UP; TAXES RAISED 
The Gettysburg school board Thurs- 


day announced the re-election of all 
the present teachers for next year at 
an average increase in salaries of 15 
percent. The action can>3 without any 
'effort on the part or the teachers o 
secure the higher rate of pay and 
was made in recognition or services 
pandered and realization of the ne- 
cessity for higher salaries to meet 
increased living cost. In order to 
meet this additional expense the di- 
rectors fixed the tax rate for next 
year at 14 mills for school purposes 
and two mills for building purposes 


-a total increase of three mills. The 


rate last year was twelve mills for 
school and on« Jfor 'building}. The 
Hanover board fixed the rate for the 
year at 17 mills. The board has also 
taken notable action in deciding to 
abandon the state's prescribed course 
for the household arts and domestic 
science 
department. It 
has 
been 


found that in order to comply with 
state requirements and get the regu- 
ar approprietion with teachers' sala- 
ries, the board was put to excessive 
expense; and it has aiso oeen claim- 
id that the number of pupils has 
dwindled as the course was expanded 
to take in a large number of lines of 
work which did not prove attractive.

Another Guess at Sun's Age. 


A new calculation of the ag^ of the 
sun \va«5 made recently by M. Peroti- 
nQt, who rend a paper on the subject 
before the French Academy of Science. 
Here is hi*5 version in a nutshell: 
On 
the principle that the mean tempera­ 
ture of a star remains approximately 
equal 
to 
the 
surface 
temperature 
it had when first formed, and giv­ 
ing the sun an internal temperature 
of 12.C00 degrees Centigrade, or dou­ 
ble that of its surface, and calculating 
its mass to be 2 by 10.30 kilograms, 
the sun cannot have been formed more 
than between 2,000,000 and G.000,000 
of years ago. 
A star with a surface 
temperature of 600,000 degrees Centi­ 
grade would have been formed from a 
nebula in 300 days and one with 6,- 
000,000,000 degrees in seven hours.

You see, Mr. Cullen, 
a copper mine isn’t like a factory, and 
you can’t figure it the same way, be­ 
cause a factory runs on indefinitely, 
and if you simply replace the ma­ 
chinery whenever it wears out, there’s 
nothing to prevent the same plant 
from keeping on making the same sort 
of product for a hundred years. 
But 
every pound of ore you take out of a 
mine leaves that much less for the 
future, and eventually your ore’s go­ 
ing to be all gone. 
And if this par­ 
ticular mine Is going to be exhausted 
In about twenty years, Jt stands to 
reason that it’s being exhausted at the 
rate of one-twentieth, or five per cent, 
a year. 
You must take that always 
into 
consideration. 
And 
therefore, 
every stockholder is entitled to gijt 
back at least five per cent of lus 
money each year to cover that de­ 
preciation, in addition to whatever he 
ought to get for ordinary profits, which 
is another five per cent. Otherwise—” 
“Oh! I see!” cried Angela. 
“Prove it!” commanded Hilliard in- \ 
dulgently. 


"Why, if the company just paid fiye 
per cent lor twenty years, and at ilu- 
end of it, your ore was all gone, the 
people would only just have got their 
money back, and they wouldn’t have

in the bank, and another $i>0,000 due 
in ninety days. 
It ran go ahead and 
contract for machinery and workmen,

"Now then, we own 120,0(X) shares 
for which we've paid, and agreed to 
pay 5120.000. 
That Is, we've undei-- 
wrltten 
these 
shares 
for

dollar 
apiece, and paid down half the amount. 
Now let's begin to look at It from the 
public's standpoint. 
Here's 
a 
mine 
with plenty of ore; and a compnny 
with cash enough on hand to begin 
producing at a profit very soon—al- 
though nobody protends that it's ac- 
tually producing now. 
It has $fi0.tH)0 
in the bank, and another SUO.OOO duo 
In ninety days. 
It cnn go ahead and 
contract for machinery and workmen, 
and It does, and you and Angela and 
I are still letting» thv» former owners 
manage it. but sine* \V(»'ro in ''onlrol 
of the stock, we either elect ourselves
